Before Albertans vote, we need to 
know what each federal candidate's 
position is on public health care. 

The best question to ask candi- 
dates comes from the end of April 
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retraction made by federal Health 
Minister Pierre Pettigrew. 

Mr. Pettigrew was forced by 
Prime Minister Paul Martin to recant 
his statement that Pettigrew “would 
allow provinces to experiment with 
medicare by hiring for-profit, private 
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companies to deliver medical ser- 
vices within the publicly funded sys- 
tem.” 

In his retraction, Mr. Pettigrew 
said he'll work with provinces this 
summer to build a “single-payer, 
publicly administered and publicly 
delivered health system.” 

The simple question to ask each 
candidate is, “Do you support a sin- 
gle-payer, publicly administered and 
publicly delivered health system?” 

Most federal parties across the 
political spectrum now publicly sup- 
port single-payer and publicly 
administered. The real separation 
between candidates should be 
whether they support a publicly 
delivered health system. 

Publicly delivered is important 
because the evidence demonstrates 
that not-for-profit health care deliv- 
ery is safer, cheaper, respects 
Canadian values and is more 
accountable than private for profit, 
investor-owned health care delivery. 

The health system belongs to the 
people of Canada. We own it. We 
pay for it. It’s not for governments to 
give away.

[have lived at the bottom of the 
slippery slope that our governments 
both provincially and now federally 
seem to be pushing us. My wife and 
[have lived in the US and fortunate- 
ly had employers who had decent 
health benefits. However, when we 
were between jobs, just before mov- 
ing back to Canada, we paid the 
equivalent of CAD$12,000 annually 
for 2 months for a policy that had a 
$500 deductible. This policy gave us 
the best coverage of all those we had 
to choose from and yet the high 
deductible guaranteed that we 
would still have to pay out of pocket 
for routine examinations and 
office visits. 

Private health care and private 
insurance have significant costs for 
individuals and for businesses that 
provide even partial coverage for 
employees. Our politicians need to 
address this issue and tell us how 
much more we can expect to pay for 
health care coverage in a private sys- 
tem. They need to explain how 
NAFTA relates to their vision for 
health care as they push us toward 
an American-style system. 
Personally, I would prefer to stay 
clear of this slippery slope and sup- 
port candidates who share the val- 
ues of the vast majority of Canadians 
with respect to health care. 
Ultimately, we will get what we vote 
for and we need to ask questions 
and find out who stands where 
and why.

Driven to exhaustion 


Gas is expensive? It isn’t expensive enough. 


NORTH AMERICANS COMPLAIN 
about fuel costs. But to avoid a possi- 
bly unprecedented human crisis in 
coming decades, they should be urg- 
ing their governments to allow the 
price of oil and natural gas to rise 
even more. 

The present world energy market 
obscures the true price of hydrocar- 
bon fuels. The Washington-based 
International Center for Technology 
Assessment, for example, has calcu- 
lated the full cost of running auto- 
mobiles. In addition to the price of 
gasoline, this includes construction 
and maintenance of roads and high- 
ways, oil-industry subsidies, and 
pollution-driven medical expenses. 
Depending on the range of subsidies 
included and the quality of available 
data, this fuller accounting puts U.S. 
gasoline prices between $5.60 and 
$15.14 per gallon.

most underpriced fuel available in 
any major industrialized country, 
with Canadians not far behind. And 
as every economist knows, the con- 
sequence of underpricing is overuse. 
Wealthy and middle-class North 
Americans live in ever-larger ener- 
gy-inefficient houses and vehicles 
and so are squandering in a few 
decades a nonrenewable resource 
that took tens of millions of years to 
accumulate. 

On top of this, the world is run- 
ning out of cheap oil. Recent price 
hikes may be miere tremors herald- 
ing the shock to come. 

Oil “production”—really extrac- 
tion —peaked in the United States in 
about 1970 and in North America as 
a whole in 1984. Several recent stud- 
ies project global oil output to peak 
as early as 2010. The conservative 
International Energy Agency pre- 
dicts that supply will fall short of 





demand by nearly 20 percent by 
2020. Others show that by 2040, total 
oil and natural gas output may fall 
to 60 percent of today’s supply. 

Keep in mind that oil is also the 
raw material for thousands of prod- 
ucts besides fuel, including medi- 
cines, paints, plastics, fertilizers and 
pesticides 

The human population has grown 
sixfold in less than 200 years. The 
global economy has quintupled in 
less than 50. No factor has played a 
greater role in this explosive growth 
than abundant, cheap fossil fuel. No 
other resource has as greatly 
changed the structure of economies, 
the nature of technologies, the bal- 
ance of geopolitics and the quality of 
human life. 

Little wonder that some scientists 
believe that passing the peak of oil 
production will shock the human 
enterprise like no other event in his- 
tory. Population and consumption 
are still on a steep trajectory, but the 
rocket is running out of fuel. 

The problem is solvable only with 
positive action and wide-ranging 
policy innovation. Universities

should be leading the way in energy 
alternatives and conservation. 

Meanwhile, citizens should urge 
governments to get real about ener- 
gy pricing. All direct and indirect 
subsidies to oil and gas producers 
must end to induce conservation of 
remaining reserves, to or cpa 
efficient technology, and to make 
inherently more expensive but nec- 
essary alternatives more competi- 
tive. This would help render the 
entire economy more efficient as th: 
energy market tightens. 

An unfair burden on low-income 
families must be avoided, but with- 
out abandoning the overall objectiv: 
Failure to act now may bring even 
greater inequity. 

If we ease our society gradually 
into a world of scarce fossil fuels, 
problems should be relatively short 
lived. Both producers and con- 
sumers respond to higher prices. 
People would not much mind pay- 
ing twice as much for gasoline if 
their cars were twice as efficient - 
which they would be if manufactur-

CATALYST THEATRE’S ARTISTIC 
director Jonathan Christenson and 
resident stage designer Bretta 
Gerecke have joined forces to create 
a new theatrical installation called 
Love + Love that explores a fair share 
of the infinite permutations on 
human connection and desire. 

The two had been casting about 
for a new project that would appeal 
equally to both of them when 
Christenson’s reading of the 14th 
Century Sufi mystic poet Hafiz 
prompted him to ask Gerecke if she 
wanted to do an exploration of love. 
Gerecke, the company’s self- 
described perpetual Pollyana, shout- 
ed in the affirmative. 

“1 thought it was all going to be 
about good vibrations,” she laughs. 
“The subject is intellectually sus- 
pect,” Christenson grudgingly con- 
fesses. “In the initial stages, even I 
thought Love was kind of cheesy, 
this girly thing—a lightweight topic. 
If you told a university researcher 
you intended to study love, he'd 
laugh you out the door—but artists 
and mystics have been completely 
absorbed by the subject for thou- 
sands of years. 


EMBRACING THE CHEESE 

Gerecke, an unapologetic girl 
capable of joyfully embracing 
cheese, smiles and says: “Love is the 
expression of our highest ideals. 
When we started talking to people to 
research the project, everyone was 
excited to tell us their favourite, per- 
sonal love story—everyone has an 
opinion. It’s a terrific reason to go 
trolling through our mental attics.” 

“Love is a motive force that 
endures, a binding of humanity,” 
says Christenson. “Hafiz’s poetry is 
all about connection with the divine 
and, if you substitute the word ‘love’ 
for ‘God’ in virtually any spiritual 
text, you don’t significantly change 
the meaning. It’s a wrestling with 






ing one another with love is the 
greatest insight in human history.” 

Catalyst being Catalyst, however, 
this is not a performance in which 
the audience will be regaled by well- 
trained actors declaiming Persian 
love poetry or other erotic delec- 
tables. 

Instead, Christenson and Gerecke 
started with a physical landscape in 
which to situate their exploration of 
love, what it means to be loved, get 
love, lose love. What it means 
between lovers; but also between 
selfless friends, or parents and chil- 
dren. 


OPEN BY DESIGN 
“This is a real treat for a designer,” 
said Gerecke, whose usual modus 
operandi is to consult with a director

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prior to rehearsal, design and build a 
space that interprets the text, and 
then begin construction before the 
actors take script in hand. “All the 
choices designers make are complete 
well before you get to collaborate 
with other artists. 

“This show is different,” she said, 
“ in that the actors help us to-create 
the performance in the space, and 
what | bring to the table is given 
equal weight to what they or the 
director bring—which means it 
might get tossed, too. But we're 
good ‘letter goers’ of our work, no 
one is too possessive. My gravel 
road turns into someone else’s 
moonscape in a heartbeat.” 

And the resident artists who are 
collaborating with Gerecke and 
Christenson also bring special talents 
to the table. 

John Ullyat and Annie Dugan, a 
real-life husband-and-wife team, are, 
in addition to being talented actors, 
professionally trained aerialists who

to circus school as their relationship 
deepened, a confluence of interests 
most couples cannot share. 

And though no one said it during 
the interview, love is a kind of high- 
wire act that cannot be successful if 
its participants are conscious of the 
net. Accordingly, Ullyat and Dugan, 
who take theatrical performance out 
of the horizontal and into the verti- 
cal, are uniquely equipped to 
explore the three (or more) dimen- 
sions of love from a flying trapeze. 

Christenson and Gerecke have 
worked like this before. When both 
were students at the U of A, they col- 
laborated on a project called The Still 
Point of the World that found its inspi- 
ration in Gerecke’s work as an 
archaeological illustrator. An instal- 
lation'called Paper Flight Cocoon, cre- 





ated three years ago, evolved into 
Catalyst’s international hit The Blue 
Orphan. In both cases, the perfor- 
mance began with visual images 
long before there was any effort to 
render narrative impulses into a 
script. 


A SURPRISE FOR EVERYONE 


And that distinction is important . 


for audience members. Love + Love is 
not yet—though it may become—a 
play; it is a theatrical installation. 

“There is no unifying narrative 
through-line,” says Christenson. 

“Do the novel thing,” urges 
Gerecke. 

“A conventional play is like a 
novel,” elaborates Christenson, “in 
that it has a clear beginning, middle 
and end, with a set duration. This is 
more like a coffee table book—it’s 
emotionally expansive like a novel 
ora play but the story is symbolic

PITH! HAS ACHIEVED LEGENDARY 
status among Edmonton’s theatre 
audience since its debut in the ‘97 
Fringe and subsequent re-mount in 
1999. It is among the most fondly 
remembered Teatro offerings in the 
company’s history, and is a superb 
example of Stewart Lemoine’s the- 
atrical artistry. The three actors in 
the starring roles are also among 
Edmonton’‘s most beloved stage per- 
formers, actors Lemoine has called 
his A-Team, and on whose dedica- 
tion to craft is never in question. 

It makes sense, then, that Pith! 
was Teatro’s choice for engagements 
in the Winnipeg and New York 
Fringes this summer, and for which 
tour the current revival is a kind of 
dress rehearsal. 

In other words, the A-Team is not 
yet on its “A” game. 

It may be that the rehearsal period 
has been too compressed, that the 
company has relied too much upon 
the rapid reawakening of old 
instincts—or that familiarity has 
bred complacency. But the Pith! cur- 
rently in performance at the 
Varscona undermines its best 
Strengths. This is a shame for a play 
that is so masterfully conceived and 
simply staged. The company’s small 
but tial errors threaten the 
whole imaginative edifice and 








wack Vall played by fet Haslam 
, Jeff Haslam, 
pens thaehewe wits aire 
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a lost silver mine—Providence is the 
silverware capital of the United 
States. Tilford has adamantly main- 
tained that her husband is not dead, 
but merely missing, and has held 
out hope of his return for a decade. 

In teasing the cause of the 
widow’s grief from her housekeep- 
er, Vail also takes Kimble, played by 
Leona Brausen, on an imaginative 
journey to Rio de Janeiro, to help her 
shed her own sorrow at her mis- 
tress’s distress. This three-minute 
‘vacation’ is the prologue toa much 
more involved imaginative 
expedition. 

Vail arrives at Tilford’s house the 
following day and, pressing the 
advantage of surprise, convinces her 
to accompany him on a journey into 
the heart of the Amazon in search of 
clues as to her husband’s fate. 

This is both the play’s greatest tri- 
umph and this production's saddest 
failure. The set design consists of a 
carpet, four chairs, a table and victro- 
la, out of which Vail conjures a train, 
a seedy bar, a cruise ship, a tropical 
hotel, a raging river and a 
forbidding jungle. 

Vail needs to be so thoroughly 
convincing in his evocation of these 
locales that he seduces the reticent 
widow to throw caution and reserve 
to the wind and capitulate to the 
power of her own imagination. The 
broadest jokes belong to Kimble, an 
amateur struggling to keep up with 
Vail’s fertile mind—and the occa- 
sional unexpected leap from 
Tilford—not to Vail. He creates these 
pictures in the mind’s eye not only 
for Tilford but for the audience. He 
is our guide and we willingly give 
over to him the power to create the 
world in words and gesture. 

Unfortunately, Haslam's perfor- 
mance strays into parody at inop- 
portune moments that weaken our 
conviction. When Tilford begins to 
drive her own story, prompted by 
Vail's skilful impersonation of char- 
acters on the journey, her enthusi- 
asm needs to be a wonderful sur- 
prise—if Vail doesn’t match her seri- 
ousness in this endeavour, then the 
magic is reduced. 

That is not to say that the produc-- 
tion isn’t very strong, or that it’s final

tion. Certain routes offer the dubious 
pleasure of bearing witness to unso- 
licited drama, that moment where you 
realize that you've been listening 
open-mouthed to a cell-phone booty 
call or an exquisitely vicious yet mun 
dane domestic drama. Perhaps you 
wonder about the morose Goth in the 
corner, or the old women bent double 
under their shopping—what brought 
them here, what's going on upstairs? 
A slice of that seething sink of 
human drama is on offer in Workshop 
West's audaciously staged Secret 
Spaces: The Bus Project. The production 
defines the old stock phrase “theatrical 
vehicle”. It's a2 1/2 hour history tour 
through Edmonton complete with a 
tour guide, (the determinedly perky 
Bridget Ryan), Joanne, (the intrepid 
bus driver), a crack cast of five, some 
intriguing pit stops and five plays by 
some of Edmonton’s best playwrights. 
At8 pm, the bus, loaded witha few 
dozen theatre fans, pulls away from 
the Transalta Arts Barns, itself a his- 
toric landmark, the former home of 
Edmonton Transit. With Ryan at the 
helm, things look as though they're 
going to settle down into a comfy, if 
rather prosaic tour of Edmonton 
points of interest... until one spots a 
madly pedaling Chris Fassbender on 
the port side. We wave, he waves, 
then takes a spectacular header into an 





unsuspecting shrubbery. Things 
rapidly go awry. Turns out this is Beth 
Graham's piece By Heart. Divided into

three parts, the play binds the other 
pieces together. Fassbender, in a per- 
formance worthy of a late night trip on 
the number 5 bus route, is actually Eric 
osenpicker, who's mistaken Ryan for 
his long-lost junior high crush 

Eric’s excesses degenerate rapidly 
from goofy (an inspired moonwalk 
down the aisle while singing “Billie 
ear’) to downright creepy 
“assbender, the personification of 
paranoia, braids himself into the bars 
along the bus ceiling as he rants about 
germs and death, or dressed in red 
blazer and wig, looking uncannily like 
Ryan, he tussles with her on the green 
slopes of Emily Murphy Park. By 
Heart takes on the roles of memory 
and perception, offering a fractured 
yet oddly affecting glimpse of vulnera 
ble delusion 

As this drama plays out, the bus 
akes the onlookers to The Hull Block 
where the historical tour is interrupted 
by a World War 2 domestic drama, 
Ken Brown's Spiral Dive. It's an oddly 
romantic yet harsh interlude where a 
young woman must come to grips 
with a false perception of the man 
who swore undying love to her before 
leaving her flat. That she may pass on 
a deadly disease to her unborn child 
ups the ante, and the seemingly coinci- 
dental presence of an RCAF pilot adds 
an extra layer of mystery. It’s a neatly 
packaged 15 minutes and Cathy 
Derkach, Dave Horak and Maralyn 
Ryan bring a sincere emotional invest- 
ment to Browns tale of love, honour 
and betrayal. 

Moving on to the Garneau Theatre, 
things take a sensual tum in Mieko 
Ouchi’s Assembly. In the basement, the 
government censor pores over forbid- 
den images as he deftly.incises the cel- 
luloid and then discards the eyes, lips 
and curves of a woman too sublimely 
erotic to be seen by the general public. 
It'sa darkly disturbing meditation on 
society's passive willingness to be 
blinkered, to accept the sanctioned 
version of truth. Remarkably, Ouchi 
has couched her potentially strident 
observations in some of the most effec- 
tively subtle erotic prose heard in an 
Edmonton venue in a good long 
while. It’s an effective ploy, and, cou- 
pled with Robert Corness’s measured,

Here Chan explores familiar 
ground, the “shock your socks off 
school of theatre he covered in The 
Bone House a few Fringes ago. The ini- 
tial monologue, a tale of love, betrayal 
and death during the Great Influenza 
Epidemic of 1918 is convincingly 
delivered by an ex-caretaker at the 
LeMarchand Mansion—the stage is 
set for a truly chilling experience once 
the passengers debouch, but what's 
served up is a half baked séance com- 
plete with black lights and a few 
shocking sound effects. The potential 
was there to truly scare the hell out of 
the audience and at the same time 
deliver some good drama. This experi- 
ence delivers a good excuse to hold 
hands in the dark with that special 
someone, but little else 

It makes the conclusion of this 
evening of stories seem contrived. The 
spirited singing of that childhood 
favourite The Wheels on the Bus is fun, 
and would have served to lift the 
reflective mood engendered by the 
bulk of the evening, but under the cir- 
cumstances, the fun falls flat. 

Kudos to Workshop West for deliv- 
ering an ambitious production. Under 
Ron Jenkins’s direction it flows well, 
with extremely well-realized perfor- 
mances from the ensemble. It’s an 
intriguing peek into some lesser 
known corners of the city and the bulk 
of the story telling serves to raise the 
endeavour above a gimmick into an 
engrossingly unpredictable evening.

IT SEEMS THAT EVERY WEEK 
of late, there’s a new compilation 
concert, or website put together by 
musicians rallying against George 
W. Although Sparta doesn’t appear 
on either of the Rock Against Bush 
compilations, and isn’t playing the 
Pleas for Peace Tour, they do adver- 
tise links on their homepage leading 
to www.punkvoter.com and to John 
Kerry’s official website. Like dozens, 


maybe hundreds, of other bands, 
they’ve realized rock’s role in re- 
enfranchising youth. 

“Every night during shows we tell 
everyone, ‘You have to go out and 
vote. You have to do it.’ It’s our way 
of campaigning,” says bassist Matt 
Miller. “If anything, [because of] this 
president, we have now woke up 
our generation to realize [that] vot- 
ing does matter, it does count—we 
should participate because other- 
wise [we] end up with a government 
like the one right now that’s running 
out of control, doing whatever it 
wants. I want to inform as many 
kids as we can, along the way, while 
we're touring, through our music.” 

“We each have our own strong 
opinions about how things should 
be: our own beliefs on voting, poli- 
cies, and all kinds of stuff. But this 
time it’s kinda special: there's just so 
much crap going on in our country 
that no one really voted for.” 








Miller says people who are not 
Texans usually react with surprise at 
the band’s anti-Bush stance, simply 
because they hail from GW’s home 
turf. Miller also emphasizes that 
audiences, even in the Lone Star 
State, have always reacted positively 
to what the group says about poli- 
tics, which indicates to Miller that 
there is hope for better voter turnout 
among younger generations. 

Miller remarks: “A lot of people 
[assume] you support Bush just 
because he’s from [Texas] and his 
family’s from there, but not every 
Texan does. I don’t think people 
outside the state of Texas really 
understand that.” 

The guys who started Sparta 
were never very good at embodying 
Texan stereotypes anyway. The 
band’s other members—Jim Ward, 
Tony Hajjar, and Paul Hinojos— 
started the group after electro- 
tinged punk-hardcore heavyweight 


At the Drive-In went “on hiatus” in’ 
2001. While other former At the 
Drive-In members Cedric Bixler and 
Omar Rodriguez indulged their 
jazzier, post- -rock experimental sides 
in The Mars Volta, Sparta opted to 
steer their sound in a more spacey 
emo-rock direction. Currently, the 
band has released an EP and the 
critically acclaimed full-length disc 
Wiretap Scars. 

Their upcoming LP was recor rded 
at a small studio in Joshua Tree, 
California, a studio recommended 
by Josh Homme of Queens of the 
Stones Age. The Spartans lived 
there for six weeks, wrote and 
recorded music, and shot model 
rockets into the desert for fun. 
Sound-wise, they recorded the 
entire album live (instead of putting 
together separately recorded tracks 
after the fact) for an “organic” and 

“raw” sound. 

They have called it Porcelain. 
Miller explains the metaphorical 
title this way: “It’s a very durable 
type of material, but you [can] also 
break it pretty easily: you drop it 
and it’s destroyed. It kind of repre- 
sents all of our headspaces.” 

He admits the group’s anti-Bush 
stance crept into the album—partic- 
ularly in the song “While Oceana 
Bleeds”—although politics certainly 
don’t dominate. “There are a couple 
of songs where the lyrics are driven 
that way, but they’re still open 
ended.” 

Miller notes that when bands like 
Sparta can pump up the youth voter 
turnout, his vision of Kerry's 
democrats taking the White House 
is more realistic than optimistic. 

“1 don’t think we'll find out [who 
wins] until the very last minute 
because it'll be very close. 
Republicans are going to be dump- 
ing so much money into the Bush 
campaign it’s gonna be crazy.”

Edmonton has a history of being 
quite supportive of your previous 
bands. 

Yes ma’am. 


Do you think the support will still 
be there for this new project? 

I’m not really sure; this is really just 
for fun. I don’t even know how to 
explain it, it’s like I’m finally having 
the best time-of my life! Like for real 
-like playing some amazing music, 
and playing drums to it, and I 
dunno, it’s just a whole lotta fun. 


Is your new project similar in any 
way to your 2002 album, Never a 
Dull Moment, or is it something 
else entirely? 

It’s completely different. This is like 
some serious hardcore electronic 
stuff -like hard-hitting hard acid 
house, electroclash, big beat, it’s sur- 
rounded by a ton of big beat stuff, 
and big giant analog bass. That’s 
what we're all about. 


Who are your recent inspirations? 
Where did this new direction come 


of this kind of music forever, like 
even back in the Crue days. During 
all my drum solos I would be 
adding like, electronica samples, 
triggers on my drums, or loops, so, 
you know, being a drummer I've 
just always done this kinda music 
that has big giant drums in it.

“YOU NEVER HEAR ANYBODY 
put a melody to the word 
Saskatchewan, and it’s a great 
word,” laments Lane Arndt, one 
third of Edmonton’s AA Sound 
System. While others neglect the 
musicality of a word like 
“Saskatchewan,” AA Sound 
System’s thrilled to write about it, 
because “nobody sings about 
Saskatchewan, nobody sings about 
Alberta, or the land of sky, or what- 
ever. | feel like we're generating a 
catalogue of songs, like folk songs, 
that people can sing about this 
region.” 

While its lyrics are easily identi- 
fied as “very prairie-centric,” AA 
Sound System’s location on the 
sonic map is less clear. With Arndt 
on acoustic bass and bandmates 
Ayla Brook and Marek Tyler on 
guitar and drums, respectively, the 
group has a rootsy, acoustic core. 


But Arndt, who has a background 
in jazz and electronic music (not 
your “sort of club hopping kind of 
thing,” he points out, but the, 
“bleep, skronk, blip sort of electron- 
ic sounds”), adds keyboards and 
some electronic tweaking. New-fan- 
gled adjectives like “hick hop” have 
described the band’s sound; Arndt 
just calls it folk music with a sonic 
playfulness. 

But it’s been a while since 
Edmonton scenesters have judged 
for themselves. The band was on 
pause for a few months while Tyler 
visited Montreal. With his return, 
Friday’s show isn’t just a welcome- 
back party; it’s a kick-off fora 
promising summer that includes 
festivals (e.g. North Country Fair, 
NeXt Fest), opening slots for 
Calexico in Edmonton and Calgary, 
and the release of their first CD. 

Their album, Lilly Plain, You're 
Hardly Poor, printed on the band’s 
label, New Saskatchewan Records, 
should be available come June. The 
title refers to Brook’s family farm in 
northern Saskatchewan, the site of 
much of his inspiration. The band 


travelled there for three-and-a-half 
days of intense, old-fashioned 
recording: “three people playing 
loud and lots of bleed into every- 
body else’s microphones.” 

Arndt looks back on the Lilly 
Plain sessions as being like summer 
camp, but he also reflects on the 
emotional richness of recording 
down on the farm— laying down 
tracks in the heart of the Brook's 
family home and experiencing the 
bare prairie. 

“When the sun shines, there’s no 
place to hide from it. It’s dry as hell, 
most of the time, and yet we're still 
trying to plant seeds in the ground 
and hope for enough water for 
them to grow. We're a different sort 
of people, I think. 

“You can go into a schoolyard in 
the middle of Edmonton and look 
around and still be overwhelmed 
by the amount of sky that we've got 
here. The song might not say 
Edmonton, or even Alberta, but any 
one of these songs is transferable to 
as far west as the B. C. border. I 
think we're all in the same boat.”

TAKING IN A SET OF THE PERP- 
etrators’ music isa little like taking a 
trip ina time machine to a South 
Side Chicago club in the mid ‘70s, 
when Hound Dog Taylor and JB 
Hutton were pounding it out seven 
nights a week. It’s not the most sub- 
tle music you'll ever hear: it throbs 
and roars with a visceral, bone-shak- 
ing intensity wrapped in three 
chords, pounding drums, and a slide 
guitar that can rip your head off. 

“When I was learning to play it 
was that house rockin’ raw sound 
that had the intense energy I was 
into,” affirms Ryan Menard, the 
Perpetrators bassist and sometimes- 
rhythm-guitarist. Menard, along 
with band mates Jason Nowicki 
[guitars] and Scotty Hills [drums], 
has been making serious inroads 
into the prairie blues circuit for 
about three years now. 

“When I was growing up in 
Winnipeg I had lots of chances to lis- 
ten to guys like Big Dave McLean 
and Brent Parkin—they really got 
me going. But it was Jason’s older 
brother who first got us into the 
blues. We've been hanging around 
ever since: Our first band was called 
the Blues Puppies, and we did that 
in our teens.” 

All three members of the band 
had the opportunity to work with 
Nigel Mack, though not simultane- 
ously. His “Blues Attack” has 
proven to be a fertile training 
ground for a number of Western 
Canadian blues players, and this 
pair made the most of their time 
with him, honing their chops and 
making contacts across the West. 
Hills and Menard also did time in 
the Rockin’ Highliners before the 
group’s implosion. 

“ After that,” Menard continues, 
“we ended up back in Winnipeg, liv- 
ing in our parents’ basements, play- 
ing our acoustic guitars, and hang- 
ing out. Finally, we came to the con- 
clusion that we'd been playing the 
blues for ten years, and it was time 
to put our own band together.” 

That was three years ago, and the 
Perpetrators are currently working a 
string of dates through Iowa, 
Minnesota, Saskatchewan, Alberta, 
and BC that will culminate in a pair 
of very special performances. “We're 
backing Hubert Sumlin at the 
Windsor Blues Festival, and we're at 
the Winnipeg Folk Festival. Those 
are both big-time gigs for us,” 
enthuses Menard, “We've never 
been east of Kenora before, so play- 
ing Windsor will hopefully open 
some doors for us. We'd like to get 
into Montreal and Toronto to show 
them what we've got.” A

Former Rockin’ Highliner and 
guitarist Alex Herriot will also take 
to the stage at the Sidetrack this com- 
ing Tuesday. Los Basterdos is a “suri 
band” that Herriot has been working 
on in one form or another for years. 

“It happened when I was in 
Toronto with the Highliners. We 
used to do a few instrumentals in 
each set, and I wrote a few of them. 
I’ve always been a big fan of Dick 
Dale and the ‘Surf Sound,’ and what 
I call ‘Spy Music.’ Anyway, we put 
together the Wild Donairs about five 
years ago and had a ball playing that 
kind of music.” 

As with most musicians, Herriot 
cites a couple of major influences in 
his discovery of the blues. “My 
Junior High jazz band instructor, 
Brian Appleby, really got me into 
music, and [local blues guitarist and 
bandleader] Roger Stanley hooked 
me on the blues. Basically I went 
back from Jimi Hendrix and Stevie 
Ray Vaughan through early Buddy 
Guy to T-Bone Walker. I really love 
the tone that guys like Jimmie 
Vaughan and Kid Ramos have, and 
I’m still playing blues solos in Los 
Basterdos—but my reverb is turned 
to 15, and, with my Fender Strat and 
plain face amp, I can part your hair 
at 100 feet.” 

According to Herriot, “The band’s 
repertoire includes a number of orig- 
inals, plus gems from Link Wray, 
Dick Dale, The Ventures, and all the 
songs | can think of with that tone.”

Hedging their bets 
The Phi Effect set aside pipe dreams to lay 
down creative foundation 


IT’S NOT ALL ABOUT HOOKERS 
and blow for The Phi Effect. Two 
ears after forming, the atmospheric 
rock quartet has traded in their 
whimsical dreams of rock stardom 
in favour of just one thing: making 
ood music.

IT’S FUNNY HOW DISTANCE OFTEN 
morphs into perspective. In the case of 
Liverpool's The Zutons, British rock 
journalists have a hard time letting go of 
the band’s similarities to their psych-

Coral. Four thousand miles offer a bit of 
perspective. Let me put that perspective 
to work and offer what | assure you is 
the most scientific, impartial, and 
enlightened assessment possible of this 
release: The Zutons rock, dude! 

Sure, they dabble pretty heavily in 
retro ’60s psychedelia, garage, and rock 
of all sorts, but on Who Killed..., The 
Zutons hold their own as a pretty worthy 
troupe of jittery, retro R&B stompers 
who pogo wildly around the musical 
map for 40 minutes. The opening track,

THE ONLY THING WORSE THAN A CON- 
ceptual rock-opera album is a religion- 
fueled, multiple-album concept project 
by W.A.S.P. In this, the first installment, 
listeners are treated to a ten-page intro- 
ductory script that outlines the story of 
an orphaned boy who somehow 
becomes the 21st Century's dark 
Messiah, which, not coincidentally, is the 
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subject matter for all subsequent songs. 
Although the liner notes feature laugh- 
out-loud melodrama—“l come from a 
place where children are of shadow and 
isolation” the album, remarkably, only 
gets worse once you begin to listen. 

Not a track survives without couplets 
that feature more profanity than a bus full 
of folks with Tourette's Syndrome. Plus, 
there are all kinds of ridiculous lyrics 
about God, rain made out of blood, and, 
of course, “sorrow’s seed,” whatever that 
means. The harsh, methodical thrash of 
80s-style death-metal, and annoying and 
heavy vocal'’stylings, do nothing to save 
this album from total terribleness.

LET DOWN THAT GREASY HAIR AND 
do some neck-stretches, Metal-heads: 
Bad Acid Trip’s second full-length 
release will have you trashing your head 
from the very last track. 
Together for almost 15 years, Bad Acid 
Trip (BAT) is a band of outsiders that 
opts to stay out of the limelight in 
favour of maintaining their bizarre style 
of metal. Produced by System of a 
Down's Daron Malakian, Lynch the 
Weirdo comprises 17 short-but-sweet 
tracks thattackle subjects like the over- 
consumption of beef and North 
Americans’ rampant consumerist atti- 
tudes.

Still wet behind the ears 


Community needs more participation behind the stage 


ON TUESDAY MARCH 30, 2004, 
on the brink of the JUNOs coming 
to Edmonton, Tuff House Records 
and the Alberta Foundation for the 
Arts held a discussion panel for 
Alberta’s first ever Hip-Hop 
Summit, “Tuff Fest.” While an 
event of this clout would have 
culled support from major media, 
artists, label reps, and corporate 
sponsors in other Canadian cities, 
E-lympia’s discussion panel was 
not taken seriously. Not by those 
outside of the community, nor, 
unfortunately, by insiders. 

“The intention was to bring 
everyone together and get their 
minds right business-wise,” 
explains Orville Green, the event's 
promoter and organizer. While 
Green’s intention was to make E- 
lympians unite their talent and 
start to create structure, the com- 
munity’s apathy proved embar- 
rassing. 

David “Click” Cox, an A&R for 





public gathering to facilitate 
exchange and dialogue about the 
E-lympia hip hop network. 

The Tuff Fest discussion panel 
didn’t seek to define “real hip- 
hop,” nor was its aim to belittle or 
praise E-lympia. The discussion 
panel and general summit aimed 
to set collective goals for, and to 
define the objectives of, the com- 
munity as a community. With a 
hip-hop scene that tends, at times, 
to divide and conquer itself, an 
event like this might be perceived 
as “premature,” as J-Soul, of High 
Calibre, remarks. 

“People from the community 
don’t want to help each other out,” 
explains J-Soul; “It’s almost shame-

Universal (who began as a dancer 
for E-lympia’s Maximum 
Definitive), was caught off-guard 
by the lack of support. “I actually 
thought there would be a stronger 
following and was surprised [by] 
the outcome,” he reflects. But Click 
is optimistic about his hometown: 
“| think some of the blame could 
be put on the time of year and the 
promotions. [The] potential is 
there. I know hip-hop is going 
through people’s veins in 
Edmonton.” 

For Orville Green and many in 
the community, the panel was long 
overdue. Though much has 
occurred in E-lympia, never—

ful to see the amount of stubborn- 
ness.” 

J-Soul, who “learned a lot” from 
the discussion panel, understands 
that the low attendence rate result- 
ed from the event's being sched- 
uled during the day when most 
work or attend school; neverthe- 
less, he felt Tuff Fest’s performers 
should’ve been required to attend. 
“It would’ve shown the level of 
commitment of the performers.” 
he asserts. 

Instead, poor attendance 
demonstrated that many perform- 
ers were concerned only with 
appearing on stage. Only three acts 
scheduled to perform attended the 
discussion. 

Not everyone was dissatisfied 
by the dearth of support at the

panel. Chris Sturwold, of This Is 
Oddyo—an Edmonton mastering 
and engineering facility responsi- 
ble for local hip-hop albums like , 
Contraband’s Unofficial and Fatty 
Jones‘s Paper Trails—acknow]l- 
edged, “my view on the scene has 
broadened. I’ve become more 
accepting of it.” Since Tuff Fest, 
Sturwold says he’s “realized how 
many artists are out there trying to 
make music.” Sturwold found the 
discussion panel a great opportu- 
nity to network. 

As a former musician, Sturwold 
is used to dealing with music com- 
munities that take what they have 
for granted: “We're sort of igno- 
rant [about] how good Edmonton’s 
music scene, as a whole, is doing.” 

Dismissing the poor attendance, 
Sturwold points out “the scene is 
still at a stage where there’s a lot to 
be learned,” and notes “it’s events 
like Tuff Fest that break barriers.” 

So a year from now, when E- 
lympia’s urban radio station 
arrives, will our community 
understand that supporting each 
other and networking are only the.

Tasty Tom’s: where the backyard picnic meets 
German restaurant dining 





TASTY TOM’S

THERE’S SOMETHING SPECIAL 
about a patio that makes you forget 
you're dining beside a used car lot. 
Such is the effectiveness of Tasty 
Tom’s outdoor dining area, where a 
little tranquility can be found just off 
Whyte Avenue. 

At the back of the German 
“fusion” restaurant is a patio that’s a 
mix of European bistro and North 
American summer camp, which is 
ridiculous in theory, but ideal in 
reality, particularly on an average 
summer day when you want to sit in 
the sun without getting baked by it. 

A trellis-covered fence tall enough 
to block out the shiny flags from the 
aforementioned dealership encloses 
the space, which easily accommo- 
dates five picnic tables big enough to 
sit eight or more each. 

The roof beams are also covered 
in trellises, allowing the right 
amount of late afternoon sun to filter 
through. A raised wooden plywood 
floor covers part of the patio, and 
faux-gingham red and white plastic 
tablecloths, further creating the sum- 
mer camp/ picnic effect, protect the 
tables. 

Although hanging and potted 
plants were out, the flower boxes 
were still empty, the ivy on the trel- 








lises had yet to come to life, and 
there was no atmospheric music 
coming over the speakers. It’s pre- 
sumably better when seasonal 
weather finally settles in The City 
That Spring Forgot. 

While Tom’s offers a variety of 
beer at average prices, it isn’t really 
the place to go just for drinks 
because the menu has a variety of 
outdoor eats more interesting than 
nachos. Aside from upscale entrees 
like the trout, and a wine list in the 
$20-$25 per bottle range, there are 
several dining options that blend the 
backyard barbecue with fancier 
European restaurant cuisine. 

The appetizers include impressive 
items like baked brie, “soup du 
jour,” mushroom bruschetta, and the 
Yaki Yaki: one of the more popular 
selections. It’s a bruschetta that con- 
sists of eight pieces of fresh baguette 
and eight pieces of shrimp in a sweet 
chili basil sauce. It’s exceptionally 
flavourful, although at $8.25 (G.S.T. 
not included in prices) the shrimp 
are kinda small. 

Luckily, the burgers, which come 
with home-cut fries, are hearty 
enough that an appetizer is unneces- 
sary. The burger choices include 
mushroom, schnitzel, onion, chicken 
cordon bleu, Sicilian (with basil 
sauce), veggie, and roasted pepper. 
They’re all priced right at $8.50. 


The other obvious choice for fanci- 
er patio food is the pizzas with 
homemade sauce and premium top- 
pings, or the half-dozen meal-size 
salads, available with extras like 
bacon, chicken or crab cakes. The 
best combo is the Caesar with home- 
made dressing and crab cakes ($6.95 
plus $2.50 for the seafood). With four 
pieces of garlic toast, and a heap of 
crab sprinkled with melted cheddar, 
it’s a large portion. The crumbled, 
tender crab cakes are excellently sea- 
soned with a mix of sweet and salty. 

This is Euro-North American 
fusion patio eating though, so the 
ideal menu item is the curry 
bratwurst with potato salad. Two 
juicy bratwurst sausages covered in 
the restaurant's homemade catsup 
and curry spices accompany a mas- 
sive mound of fresh homemade 
potato salad and three slices of 
bread. Even without an appetizer, 
it’s a chore to finish this one, so it’s a 
deal for $8.50. 

Tasty Tom’s is the ideal patio stop 
when you want sun but not too 
muck sun; you can’t decide between 
backyard and restaurant food; or 
you want serenity with a bit of green 
after an intense day of used car 
shopping. Be forewarned: They're 
closed Mondays and long-weekend 
Sundays.

these days. McDonald’s original, 
standard-size fries now equal the 
kid’s size and the “super size” fries 
are three times as large. You'll need 
that much, though, to soak up con- 
tainers of pop so big car companies 
had to make larger cup holders. It’s 
all part of a “fast food nation” (to 
steal the book title) where, as the 
film reveals, American kids are 
served junk food in school cafete- 
rias, gym class isn’t mandatory, and 
preschoolers recognize Ronald but 
not George 
Washington or 
Jesus. As one 
interviewee puts 
it, “In terms of 
responsibility, it’s 
fair to point the 
big guns at 
McDonalds.” 
The thesis of 
Super Size Me is 
that the obesity 
problem is more 
corporate 
responsibility 
than personal 
responsibility, 
and it’s hard to 
disagree—and 
not just because of the aggressive 
marketing to children. When 
Spurlock visits a bunch of 
Manhattan’s 80-plus McDonalds 
locations, he learns most of them 
don’t even have nutritional infor- 
mation available for the consumer. 
The film is packed full of interest- 
ing revelations about the industry, ° 
but the real selling point is the film- 
maker’s masochistic experiment. 
Spurlock, initially certified fit and 
healthy by a team of three doctors, 





eats nothing but McDonald’s three 
times a day for a month straight. 
The rules are: he can only have it if 
it’s on the menu, he has to try 
everything they offer at least once, 
and anytime he’s asked to super 
size it, he mustsay yes. 

After 30 days his cholesterol 
soars, he packs on pounds, suffers 
depression, loses his sex drive and 
gets sick to the point where one 
doctor compares his liver to “pate.’ 
It’s funny, sad, shocking, and some- 
what horrifying, mostly because 
Spurlock’s a pretty easy dude to 
identify with. He’s been criticized 
for overstating the obvious, but if 
McDonald’s can use a clown to sell 
food, why can’t Spurlock act like 
one to criticize them? 

Furthermore, Spurlock avoids 
the confrontational, judgmental 
Michael Moore approach. A lawye: 
suing McDonalds freely admits he’s 
in it for the money, the school with 
unhealthy cafeteria food is also 
shown to have an excellent fitness 
program, and there’s an interview 
with Don Gorske, a rail-thin guy 
who's killed over 19,000 Big Macs 
Holy metabolism! 

Super Size Me is as thorough as it 
is entertaining. All it misses is a 
breakdown of what Spurlock ate to 
gain so much weight (how much of 
what from each ‘food’ group?), and 
perhaps a better look at the psy- 
chology behind overeating. 

Scare yourself from a life in 
sweatpants and go see it. As 
Subway mascot Jared Fogle points 
out in one scene: “The world’s not 
gonna change; you're going to have 


to change.”

WHEN CANADIAN ARTISTS 
show images of our country and 
attempt to portray our national 
spirit, most of the time that effort 
depicts another sad wheat field or, 
worse, a zippy Toronto travelogue 
that’s supposed to demonstrate 
how cosmopolitan we really, really 
are! 

But let’s face it: nowhere in 
Canada is there a city that will 
seize the public imagination like 
Guy Maddin’s Winnipeg. Like 
New York City for so many 
American filmmakers, Winnipeg 
for Maddin is often a silent charac- 
ter that shapes the lives of its 
inhabitants—it is a bigger-than-life 
part of their psyche. 

Except that the Winnipeg 
Maddin shows us only exists in his 
fevered imagination—an imagina- 
tion recreated on a sound stage 
built in an old warehouse in the 
real-life prairie city at the center of 


eras, high-contrast or grainy black 
and white, and, alternate aly, lurid 
colour, double exposure, and 
Vaselined lenses; Maddin is back 
in full force. 

The Saddest Music has a simple, 
melodramatic plot: American pro- 
ducer Chester Kent (ex-Kid in the 
Hall Mark McKinney), a 
Winnipegger by birth, returns to 
his hometown to round up some 
cash for his filmic ventures. When 
beer baroness Lady Port-Huntley 
(Isabella Rosselini) announces a 
$25,000 contest to find the epony- 
mous saddest music, he enters the 
competition. But here’s the back- 
story: Chester had an affair with 
her while she was involved with. . 
. Chester's father, Fyodor! Soon, 
the contest heats up with greed, 
lust, and patricidal tendencies. 

Romantic entanglements ravel 
like an intricate Freudian doily. 
Like a dream hidden in the murky 
tapestry, however, there is a glim- 
mer of reason—which is to say, the 
viewer has at some level to figure 
out a way to make it all make 
sense. Here’s one hypothesis: it’s 
about Canadian nationalism. 

Like an old ethnography, the 
film’s musical smackdowns are

dence to assert those qualities that make 
him one of Canada’s unique filmmakers. 


his latest feature film, The Saddest 
Music in the World. 

It’s his first release since Twilight 
of the Ice Nymphs, his first biggish- 
budget film and one that almost 
destroyed the man—a process doc- 
umented by a fellow Winnipegger, 
Noam Gonick, in the Tom Waits- 
narrated documentary Waiting for 
Twilight.

SEQUELS FOR ANIMATED FEA- 
tures are usually about entertaining 
the kids for another couple of years 
until the next thing comes along. 
They typically provide more direct- 
to-video timewasters for stay-at- 
home tots than they do necessary 
updates of what the characters are 
up to, mostly because once you've 
become king, returned home victori- 
ous, killed the monster, or become a 
real boy, what else is there? Another 
adventure? A Rosencrantz and 
Guildenstern prequel for the side- 
kick characters? 

Shrek 2, thankfully, isn’t any of 
these. The first Shrek, as you may 
recall, was a gigantic hit, with kids 


and adults alike, mostly because of 
the pop-cultural tidbits strewn 
throughout and the slightly naughty 
grown-up humour that the kids 
won't notice—and if they do, whose 
problem is that? 

Just to catch you up, Shrek (Mike 
Myers) has successfully rescued the 
lovely Princess Fiona (Cameron 
Diaz) from her dragon-guarded cas- 
tle, and has broken the curse that 
had her a beautiful blonde human 
by day, but an ogre at night. Ina 
“Just be yourself” lesson in plump 
green cuteness, Fiona is rescued by 
big green Shrek and his true love’s 
kiss turns her into... an ogre! They 
get married. Aww... just like in the 
fairytales. 

But we've grown up with these 
fairytales, which we find out are dis- 
appointingly inaccurate when it 
comes to real-life relationships. Shrek 
2 is about what happens after the 
Happily Ever After. In fairytales, this 
is the part that’s best skipped, know- 
ing just how unromantic the part 


after the wedding often is. But nei- 
ther Shrek movie is about the fairy- 
tale, anyhow—or at least not in the 
conventional sense. It’s more like a 
regular romantic comedy, albeit one 
with more talking animals and 
baked goods. 

The story concerns the most typi- 
cal of sitcom couples’ problems: the 
in-laws. Fiona and Shrek go to visit 
her parents, and the results are not 
good. Dad (John Cleese), the king of 
Far, Far Away, isn’t totally receptive 
to the idea of his little girl having 
married a common, swamp- 
dwelling ogre. Mom (Julie Andrews) 
tries to keep the peace, but it’s too 
late—Shrek is convinced that Fiona 
would have preferred Prince 
Charming (Rupert Everett) after all. 

But Prince Charming was sup- 
posed to free Fiona—the vain little 
brat just showed up too late, that’s 
all. Charming, you see, is the son of 
Fiona’s fairy godmother (Ab Fab’s 
Jennifer Saunders), and he was 
promised Fiona’s hand ina secret 
deal. 

This time, we learn a good lesson 
about faith in love. And along the 
way, we have the always-charismat- 
ic cast of Myers, Diaz and Eddie 
Murphy as Donkey, as well as the 
mummy and daddy we all dream 
about in Cleese and Andrews. But 
who steals the show? Antonio 
Banderas as the Puss in Boots. 
Whether spoofing Zorro swashbuck- 
ling or licking his bum, he’s the ulti- 
mate in cat/Latin lover fantasies. 

Plus, there are the funny pop ref- 
erences (orange-striped Puss appar- 
ently “Hates Mondays”; Shrek is 
involved ina high-speed chase on a 
white horse—a bronco, get it?) and 
the anachronistic soundtrack— 
Funkytown! Holding Out for a 
Hero! Livin’ Ia Vida Loca! And—get 
this—TOM WAITS is the piano 
player at the local watering hole. 
Except he’s a pirate!

It’s 
about the spectacle of effect, not the 
cause, and the effect is snow in New 
Delhi, tornados wiping out L.A.,a 
flash flood swamping New York, 
and temperatures so viciously cold 
the heroes actually run from advanc- 
ing frost in order to avoid becoming 
icicles, like ina Bugs Bunny cartoon. 
Ridiculous, but maaan is it ever neat 
seeing an oil tanker frozen in down- 
town Manhattan or very realistic- 
looking CG twisters tear apart the 
Hollywood sign. The special effects 
are impressive to say the least. 

In the eye of all this mayhem is 
Jack Hall (Dennis Quaid), a, uh, let’s 
call him a “weatherologist” just for 
fun, who tries to warn the govern- 
ment but meets with scorn from the 
Kyoto Accord-hating Vice President 
(played former Edmontonian Ken 
Welsh).

Lisa Byers wants to knows how just plain 
folks consume Internet porn 


|S THE GLUT OF ONLINE PORN TURNING 
us nto a bunch of smut-snaffling 
perverts? 

Lisa Byers wanted to know. Having 
studied sexually addictive Internet use 
as an undergrad, the Guelph University 
student is focusing her 
sociology/anthropology Masters thesis 
on what the rest of us plain old sexually 
curious folk are doing online. And, of 
course, whether there's any truth to the 
“Triple A” theory—that the accessibility, 
affordability-and anonymity of the 
internet have made becoming a sexual 
deviant so much easier—that has been 
popularized in most psychologically 
based studies on the subject. 

“Most of the studies focus on the 
problematic use of sexual Internet con- 
tent,” says Byers, who funded her 
undergraduate degree by working at a 
sex toy store in Brandon, Manitoba. “I 
wanted to move away from the stigma- 





tion—especially for women.” 

Women are especially more engaged 
in sexually explicit chatting with 29.2 per 
cent admitting they had initiated it 


online. “I think women are more com- 
fortable initiating online because they 
feel anonymous and safer.” Byers fig- 
ures more women are into communicat- 
ing and interaction than are into visual 
stimuli. 

Just more theories, of course. Still, 
it’s refreshing to have someone looking 
at online porn from a less alarmist per- 
spective, and avoiding the prevalent fear 
in our culture that the Internet is 
increasing sexual addiction, breaking up 


‘The habits you had with [using or 
viewing] porn before the Internet are 
going to be repeated on the Internet, 
and having more access... doesn’t 
necessarily change that.’

tized, problematic behaviour and just 
look at what people are doing online in 
general when it comes to using Sexually 
Explicit Material on the Internet, or 
SEMI.” 

Byers came up with the term because 
porn seemed too limiting and negative. 
SEMI basically includes any online adult 
behaviour, from sending a dirty joke to 
sexual chatting: or viewing fist-fucking 
videos. 

Byers admits that the Internet has 
changed the way we access porn. Still, 
her research shows that greater access 
doesn’t automatically lead to greater 
consumption. : 

In fact, while 93.1 per cent of her 459 
Internet survey respondents had 
received email advertising a porn site, 
only 7.4 per cent said they accessed 
mn porn moreayen three times a 
weel

Byers admits all this happens. “If 
you're prone to addictive behaviour, 
then yes, you could be in trouble, and 
certain personalities will be susceptible,” 
says Byers. 

“There is going to be a percentage of 
society at that end of the continuum 
engaging in illegal or extreme behaviour, 
but I’m interested in what people are 
doing in general because | think there 
are more people like that online than 
there are the sexual predators or law 
breakers.” 

And, sure, Byers says, the Internet 
has lowered the bar in terms of what's 
“acceptable.” 

When Byers first started working at 
the sex shop, for example, anal sex was 
probably the biggest taboo in the mater- 
ial they carried. Four years later, fisting 
and other extreme material was becom- 
ing more and more the norm, and she 
credits the Internet at least in part for 
this. 

“| think some people are inclined 


toward always seeking out further and 


further extremes, and the Internet is per- 
fect for that,” says Byers. 

Still Byers can't deny that the 
anonymity of the Internet does make us 
all ballsier. “For example, someone who 
would never tell you a dirty joke in per- 
son might [do so] online,” she says.

Curiosity, in fact, was one of the most 
common reasons the survey respon- 
dents gave Byers for using SEMI, along 
with “entertainment” and “to spice up 
their life with their partner.” 

Funny, mostly the same reasons most 
of us consume non-Internet porn 

The biggest problem, says Byers, is 
that while we're exposed to more and 
more extreme material, the gap between

Health Advisory Committee voted 23 to 
four in favor of making Plan B, the 
“morning after” birth control pill, avail- 
able to women, large and small, without 
a prescription. Plan B is emergency con- 
traception, and women who've had a 
condom break on ‘em or engaged in 
drunken unprotected sex need to be able 
to get their hands on it quickly. Plan B is 
not “regular” birth control, meaning it 
can't take the place of the pill or con- 
doms. But it is a safe and effective back- 
up that prevents a woman from ovulating 
or, if a fertilized egg is already present, 
prevents it from attaching to the 
womb—the fate of half of all fertilized 
eggs anyway. Plan B is available to 
women in 100 nations and sold over the 
counter in 33. 

Despite the recommendation of its 
expert panel, in May the FDA announced 
that it would not make Plan B available 
without a prescription. Why? The Bush- 
appointed asswipes running the FDA 
claimed they were concerned that Plan B 
couldn't be used safely by girls between 
the ages of 11 and 15. (Pregnancy at 11, 
however, girls can handle fine.) By that 
standard, members of the FDA's expert 
panel pointed out, no drugs would be 
available to anyone without a prescrip- 
tion. You can overdose and die on freak- 
ing Tylenol, for crying out loud. The real 
reason the Bushies don’t want women to

that they don’t want women—young or 
old, large or small—to be able to control 
their own reproductive systems. That's 
oppression, no?

Call the 
bastards at the FDA at 1-888-463-6332, 
or send them an e-mail via the FDA's 
website (www.fda.gov).
